Every Policeman in the Berlin

INARCH 7.—A Jesser number of per- 
sons than in any recent year

victims of thin ice on the inland ponds, 


. lakes and rivers of New England, the 


Maritime Provinces 
of Canada and 


Newfoundland during the winter sea- 
son'now. closing. Nearly a score short 
of the annual average, the total for this 
season IB 37 persons. Of this number 
24 were 17 years of age or under, 
Skating Victims 


Most of these children lost their lives 


while skating. So, too, did several of 
the older victims. But several of the 
men who were drowned in the icy wat- 
ers met their deaths while following the 
severe calling of the 
wintry woods—: 


the lumberman's work—the insecurely 
frozen streams caving beneath 
the 


weight of their heavily laden sleds 
and carrying their drivers down. 


Although the spongy 
and 
honey- 


combed ice such as trapped these vic- 
tims lingers still on many ponds and 
streams, a summary of the reports up 
to yesterday completes, probably, 
the 


season's total. 


In Maine, with its great area of wa- 


ter spaces, more persons lost their lives 
through the ic,e than in any other state. 
In fact, the victims in Maine comprise 
nearly one-third of the total, and are 
almost as many as in all the other New 
England states. 
Five in Bay State 


Massachusetts 
victims 
numbered 


five; those in Rhode Island were four, 
and Vermont and Connecticut had two 
each. No report of any fatality 
in 


New Hampshire is at hand. 


The Maritime Provinces of Canada

admirably. At least two corporations in Lowell,-the Kitson Machine Co. 
and the Lowell Electric Light Co., the latter in particular, have completely 
overcome the nuisance by mechanical

.of any manufacturing concern. 


There are some factories, however, that are still'grave offenders so i'ar 


as the smoke nuisance is concerned. Their firemen seem to have some way 
of sending a vast quantity of soft coal up the chimneys to be spread out 
over the surrounding neighborhood as far as the wind can carry the cinders 
and ashes. 
This smoke enters houses, daubs furniture and clothing''and 


makes it extremely difficult to keep any house clean, while it plays havoc 
with all Muds of light paint. 


If these companies were compelled to suppress the smoke nuisance it

There are a few factories in Lowell, not the

Professor Norton of Yale university, who is recognized as an expert 


in trade statistics, has recently given out some important figures hearing 
upon the increased cost of living. 
In these lie undertakes to disprove the 


assertion that, the rapidly advancing prices are due mainly to (lie increased 
output of gold. He demonstrates that prices in this country have advanced 


fifty per cent, more than in Kngland, thus showing the effect of protection 
as contrasted with that of free trade. 


It is plain, he asserts, Unit the output of gold must operate miii'onnlv 


in all countries having the gold standard. 
It is for this reason, he insists-, 


that the extremely high prices in this country, as compared with Enelnnd, 


are due to a special cause, and that cause he believes to be the Paync- 
Aldrich tariff law.

A most desirable boiled pnslp is made 


in the following way for all sorts of 
fancy work involving tho gluing of lln- 
oii. crape, silk, poplin, cretonne or 


lightweight 


OW that eggs are almost as 


prohibitive in price as meat 
It behooves the housekeeper 
who has to provide for the 


"sweet tooth"' of the. family to look 
around and find cake recipes that do 
not include many eggs In their formu- 
las. . A very good plain cake may be 
made with only one egg, and cakes 
may be made without any eggs at all 
If more butter is used and creamed 
very well. 


The following 
recipe always 
has 


given- very satisfactory results: Four 
tablespoonfuls of butter, three-fourths 
of a cupful of sugar, one egg, one cup- 
ful and a half of flour, one teaspoonful 
and a half of baking powder, half a 
teaspoonful of salt and half a« cupful 
of milk or..water. To get the best re- 
sults from these materials the butter 
and sugar should be thoroughly cream- 
ed and then the egg added, well heat- 
en. The baking powder, salt and flour 
should be well sifted together. 
To 


prevent curdling the flour and the 
liquid should be added a little-at a 
time alternately. 
When all the Ingre- 


dients have been thoroughly combined 
the batter should be well beaten. When 
put Into the pan, if the cake is pushed 
slightly from the center toward the 
edges it will be even on top when 
baked. 


Pastry fiotir'and flne granulated sug- 


ar make better cake than bread flour 
and coarse sugar. 
If coarse sugar 


must be used, sifting several times-will 
Improve It. It is well to remember 
that coarse grained cake results from 
too little beating of the whole mixture, 
too much baking powder or too slow 
an oven. 
The cake will split across 


the top if too much flour has been 
used or if the oven has been too hot. 
For loaf cake the oven is right when 
it will turn' writing paper a golden 
brown in five minutes. 
Ham fat or 


olive oil Is preferable to and less costly 
than butter for greasing cake pans. A 
very good cake maker recommends 
lining the pans with paraffin paper. 


To make plain cake from the recipe 


given any desired flavoring may be 
used, as half a teaspoonful of vanilla 
or lemon extract or "a little nutmeg. 
For spice cake add one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful 
of cinnamon and one- 


quarter of a teaspoonful of allspice 
Substituting half a cupful of coffee for 
the water or milk gives a pleasing 
change. 
One-quarter of a cupful of 


cocoa or one ounce of chocolate melted 
and stirred Into the batter will make 
chocolate cake. For marble cake di- 
vide the original batter Into as many 
parts as one wishes and color and fla- 
vor each as desired—with chocolate^ 
lemon, strawberry or .vanilla. 


The recipe as given Is just right for 


baking in layers or small fancy shaped 
tins, and the layers may be put to- 
ge^lier with icings which seem very dif- 
ferent, but really are not. Boiled icing 
Is best, and vegetable colorings are 
harmless. Chopped nuts are nice stir- 
red into the icing, and the use of dark 
brown sugar Instead of the granulated 
makes a pleasing change. A soft cus- 
tard or fruit juice stiffened slightly 
'with cornstarch makes a. delicious"fill- 


ing, 
and a fine cream cake is made by 


whipping half a pint of cream, spread- 
ing it between the layers and on top 
and sprinkling thickly with shredded 
cocoanut. 


An inexpensive cake that is really 


delicious is made from one cupful and 
a half of apple sauce,;ono teaspoonful 
of soda, one-fourth of a cupful of melt- 
ed butter, one teaspoonful each of cin- 
namon, cloves, allspice, one cupful and 
a half of raisins, one cupful of sugar 
and a scant two cupfuls of flour. The 
soda Is mixed with about two table- 
spoonfuls of .boiling water and poured 
quickly into the apple sauce. 
The 


other ingredients are then added, tho 
fruit being put in last. The secret of 
success with this cake Is quick, thor- 
ough mixing, 'dropping the fruit and 
flour in rather than stirring. It should 
be baked in a very moderate oven for 
one hour.

Since the matter wa 
first called to the attention of the public by The Sun, it is true that som 
corporations have endeavored in milignto' the evil, and have sneceedcc 
:admirabry. At least two corporations in Lowell, the Kitsoii Machine Co 
and the Lowell Electric Light Co.. the latter in particular, have .complete!} 
overcome the nuisance by mechnnien!

.of any manufacturing concern. 


There are some factories, however, that are still grave offenders so t'n 


as the smoke nuisance is concerned. Their firemen seem to have some wa; 
of sending a vast quantity of soft coal up the chimneys to be spread on 
oyer the surrounding neighborhood aa far us the wind can carry the cinders 
and ashes. This .smoke enters houses, daubs furniture and clothing anc 


• makes.it extremely difficult to keep any house clean, while it plays hnvoi 
with all kinds of light paint. 


. Jf these companies were compelled to suppress the smoke nuisance i 


•would add to their income, because it would force 
them 
to 
be more 


.economical in the use of fuel. 
There are a few factories in Lowell, not the 


big mills either, that seem to be so reckless in this regard that prompt 
action should be taken to compel them to have some consideration for the 
people who live in the 
vicinity. 
In 
one or 
two 
cases 
the 
smoke 


coming from the chimneys of these i'act dries is 'stifling-, and this goes on 
from day to day, the people in the vicinity getting it in turn according, as 
the wind blows in their direction. 


The city council should adopt the act providing for the suppression 


of the smoke nuisance as that is the only means by which a few of (he 
.factories can be forced to consider the rights of- the public, the safety of 
(hose who live in the vicinity and who should not be compelled to breathe 
coal dust to the detriment of their health and the shortening of their lives. 


WHY LAWRENCE WANTS A LOAN.

OW that eggs are almost as 


prohibitive in price as'meat 


. It behooves the housekeeper 
who has to "provide for the 


"sweet tooth" .- of :the family to look 
around and find cake recipes that do 
not Include many eggs In; their formu- 
las.'. A very good plain cake maybe 
made with .only one egg, and cakes 
may be,made without any eggs at all 
If more butter is used and creamed 
very well. 


The .following recipe always, has 


given -very satisfactory results: Four 
tablespoonfuls of butter, three-fourths 
of a cupful of sugar, one egg. one cup- 
ful and a half of flour, one teaspoonful 
and a half of baking powder, half a 
teaspoonful' of salt and half a cupful 
of milk or water. To get the best re- 
sults from these materials the butler 
and sugar should be thoroughly cream- 
ed and then the egg added, well beat- 
en. The baking powder, salt and flour 
should .be well sifted together.. To 
prevent curdling the flour and the' 
liquid should be added a little at a 
time alternately. When all the Ingre- 
dients have been thoroughly combined 
the batter should be well beaten. When 
put Into the pan, if the cake Is pushed 
slightly from the center toward the 
edges it will bo even on top when 
baked. 


Pastry flour and fine granulated sug- 


ar make better cake than bread flour 
and coarse sugar. 
If coarse sugar 


must be used, sifting several times will 
Improve It. 
It Is well to remember 


that coarse grained cake results from 
too little beating of the whole mixture, 
too much baking powder or too slow 
an oven. 
The cake will split across 


the top If too much flour has been 
used or if the oven has been too hot. 
For loaf cake the oven is right when 
t will turn writing paper a golden 
brown In five minutes. 
Ham fat or 


live oil is preferable to nnd less costly 
than butter for greasing cake pans. A 
very good cake maker recommends 
Ining the pans with paraffin paper. 


. To make plain cake from the recjpe 
given any desired flavoring may be 
used,c as .half a teaspoonful of vanilla 
or lemon extract or a little nutmeg. 
For spice cake 'add one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful , of cinnamon and one- 
quarter . of a teaspoonful of allspice.. 
Substituting half a cupful of coKee.'for. 
the. water or milk gives. a pleasing 
change. .One-quarter of a cupful of 
cocoa or one ovlnce. of chocolate melted 
and.stirred into the batter will make 
chocolate cake. For marble cake di- 
vide the original hatter into as many 
parts as one wishes and color arid ^fla- 
vor .each as desired—with chocolate, 
lemon, strawberry or vanilla. 


The recipe as given Is just right for 


baking in layers or small fancy shaped 
tins, and the layers may be put -to- 
gether with icings which seem very dif- . 
ferent, but really are not. Boiled icing. 
Is best, and vegetable. colorings are. 
harmless.' Chopped nuts are nice stir- 
red into the icing, and the use ot dark 
brown sugar instead of the granulated 
makes a pleasing change. 'A soft cus- 
tard • or fruit juice stiffened slightly 
with cornstarch makes a delicious fill- 
ing, and a fine cream cako is made by 
whipping half a pint of cream, spread- 
ing it between the layers and on top' 
and sprinkling thickly with shredded 
cocoanut. 


An Inexpensive cake that is really 


delicious is made from orie cupful and 
a half of apple sauce, one teaspoonful 
of soda, one-fourth of a cupful of melt- 
ed butter, one teaspoonful each of cin- 
namon, cloves, allspice, one cupful, and 
a half of raisins, one cupful of sugar 
and a scant two cupfuls.of flour. The 
soda is mixed with about two table- 
spoonfuls of boiling water and. poured 
quickly Into the apple sauce. 
The 


other ingredients are then added, tbn 
fruit being put in last. The secret of 
success with this cako Is quick, thor- 
ough mixing, dropping the fruit and 
flour in rather than stirring. It should 
be baked in a very moderate oven for 
one hour.

PRICE OF MEAT 


Has 
Advanced in 
All 


Sections 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
7.—Meat 


prices have advanced in all the prin- 
cipal consuming and producing sec- 
Ions of tho world, according to statis- 
tics compiled by the department 
of 


commerce and labor. 


The report shows the chief meat ex- 


porting countries of the world to 
be 


Austria, N«w -Zealand, Argentina, Can- 
ada, and the United States; the chief 
meat importing countries, tho United 
kingdom, Germany and in a less de- 
greo the oilier European countries. 


All of the meat exporting countries 


show higher prices per pound in their 
xports in recent years than those of a 
lecade ago, and all the meat importing 
lountries show higher rates in their 
mport figures and the current market 
luotations. 


The advance in fresh meat prices is 


ess than that in suited and preserved 
meats, and in nearly all cases the ad- 
•ance in beef is less than that in pork 
or mutton. The fact that tlie percent- 
age of advance in the price of fresh 
neats, especially those shipped in the 
chilled or frozen.state, has not been as 
jreat as the advance in salted or pre- 
served meats. Is said to he due to r«- 
•luctions made in tho last few years in 
he cost of chilling or freezing 
and 


ransportiug meats of this class. 
The 


ulvance in mutton is regarded as due 
o the comparatively slow growth in 
he world's supply of sheep and the 
consequent advance in the price of 
vool.
